The continual mortifications en-
countered by a prond and sensitive
man when he assumes a false position
are euch as to extort sympathy even
from his antagonists, and though it is
all a natural result of his vacillating
course, we cannot witness without com-
passion the slights and ipsults which
Carl Scharz is receiving even from
the party whose oause he is striving to
promote.

With the poet Bryant, Charles F.
Adams and other distinguished Re-
publicans, Mr. Schurz took a stand
some years ago against the scandals
which were disgracing the party, and
they published s manifesto in which
they pledged themselves to support
any man who would forward the cause
of reforwm irrespectively of party affili-
ations. When Mr. Tilden was do-
clared the nominee of the Democratic
party most of these gentlemen declared
for him as the man they were in search
of; but Schurs, after long hesitation,
declared for Hayes and Wheeler and
“reform within the party,” and he
went to Indiana to carry out that pro-
gramme. He was very soon made to
feel that no such programme was go-
ing to be countenanced by the mana-
gers of the party whether they were in-
spired by Chandler or Morton; that
reform within or without the party
was not to be touched; Grant and
Grantism were to be indorsed; and
the bloody shirt kept wayviog with
plenty of money imperfectly eoncealed
beneath its folds.

He disdained the programme: he
denounced official corruption in high
| places, and utterly scorned and tram-
| pled oo the bloody shirt and, ever
since, he has found himself gagged
and slighted in Indiana. The Execu-
tive committee refuses to make ap-
pointments for him; the leading men
of the party won't visit him, and in
every way he is made to feel that his
co-operation is not desired. His ea-
reer through Indiapa, which inin 1872
was a prolonged ovation, is now only
marked by coldness and neglect; the
Radicals give him the cold-shoulder,
and his German compatriots are all for
lilden and Hendricks.

While he was at Indianapolis two
compuratively obscare
speakers arrived and were announced
by the committee to speak. Kvery
body ealled on them, and Scharz was
left out in the cold. Again last Mon-
day several Americans attended the
German meeting at the Academy of
Musie, hoping to hear Mr. Schurz, who
had expressed his willingness to talk
half an hour or so in English if it were
desired ; but the chairman announced
that the speaking would be only in
German, and requested any of the aun-
dience who did not desire to listea to
withdraw before the speaking.

Lastly, when Mr. Joseph Pulitzer,
a prominent German now canvassing
the Stute for Tilden and Hendricks,
| proposed to divide time with Mr.
| Schurz, the matter coming before the
Executive committee, that body ans-
wered the challenge of Mr. Pulitzer
by a refusal on the ground that the va-
rious high positions which had been
held by Mr. Schurz wmade it impossi-
ble for him to meet the undistinguished
Paulitzer. This brought upon the un-
happy Scharz the following stinging

Mr. Power next says, “‘There wasno
opposing candidate and it occurs to
me that it required a pretty strong
nerve in any aspirant to have subuit-
ted his claims to an election manipu-
lated and mansged by his opponent.”
Here Mr. Power is again very ambig-
nous. He says there was no opposi-
tion, yet speaks of “an election being
manipulated by his (I Mr. Moody's)
opponent.” Whom he refers to as the
“manipulating oppouent” I know not,
unless himself, (be being one of the
committee that ordered the primary
election,) for we all know his aspira-
tions, and know that he has long been
like “Barkis.” Mr. Power says:
“The favorite of the gentlemen has
been so eager for office and manifested
such anxiety for one, that I thought it
best to let him and Leech run it out
alone, and with the overwhelming ma-
jority that would be piled up against
him, I thought he wounld never bother
the people of Cheatham county again.”
